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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action is in answer to the amendments filed 2/7 and 4/27/2005. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or additions be 
unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-27 are allowed. 

With regard to claims 1-5 and 8-27: none of the references of record prior to applicant's filing 
date discloses, teaches, or suggests a method of controlling the charging of a vehicle battery comprising, 
inter alia, the generator supplies the consuming device of the vehicle and an additional consuming device 
with electric power only when the power requirement of the consuming device has been met, wherein 
the supplying of the additional consuming device and the charging of the vehicle battery are controlled in 
that when the power demand of the additional consuming device is not fully met, when it is determined 
that a charging current, which flows from the generator into the vehicle battery, is higher than a limit 
value, and when the generator power additionally permits the supplying of the additional consuming 
device, the additional consuming device is supplied with power by the generator and the charging current 
is adjusted such that it is lower than the maximally possible charging current while the generator is able 
to supply an electric power demanded by the consuming device. 

With regard to claims 6-7: none of the references of record prior to applicant's filing date 
discloses, teaches, or suggests a system of controlling the charging of a vehicle battery comprising, inter 
alia, a control unit which is connected with the detection device and the control element and which has a 
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connection for receiving a demand signal which signals an electric supply demand of an additional 
consuming device connected to the generator, wherein the system is further developed such that, in the 
case of a supply demand of the additional consuming device, the charging current can be adjusted 
such by the control element that it is lower than the maximally possible charging current while the 
generator power and the power demand of other consuming device connected to the generator are the 
same.
